most CL the fish dealers bet 


their wares from the cold-storage plants 
where they have been packed down for 
months, but my ncrchant has only tho 
fresh flsh, and that is why I always 
patronize him and never go anywhere 
else." 


I did not question my friend's state- 


ment or his good faith, but I cherish- 
ed doubts of that flshnan's veracity. 
If the truth were told without gilding. 
I believe it woukl be found that'there 
is not a fish merchant in any of our big 
cities who does not carry a stock of 
cold-storage fish. There may be among 
these some fresh];.- caught varieties, but 
the majority are those which have been 
conserved by freezing — i f by nothing 
worse! 


The opinion as to the heallhfulncss of 


tho cold-storage foods varies widely. 
Some authorities condemn them unre- 
servedly. 
Others srant the disadvan- 


tages of eating fish which have been 
frozen an Indefinite length of time, but 
claim that not a'l are unwholesome to 
every eater, and that the benefits of a 
change of diet outweigh the harm of an 
occasional case cf ptomaine poisoning. 
All sensible perse ns agree, however, on 
at least two poirrs. that the flsh should 
he purchased alw: ys from a trustworthy 
Ealesman and tluit the varieties should 
be chosen which will best bear transpor- 
tation and long keeping. The firm-flesh- 
ed, solid fish arc not so likely to suffer 
by either of these processes as the more 
delicate kinds. 


Holding fast to these principles, it is 


safe to have fish on the table at more or 
less regular intervals. In the Lenten 
season they will appear more rather 


directed in preceding recipe. AncDovy 
sauce thus made is also very good wltfl 
any boiled lish. 


Baked Boiled Fish.. 


To many palates plain boiled flsh is 


unpleaslns. It may be robbed of tho 
peculiar flavor o£ boiled fish by putting 
it over the live iu boiling salted water, 
cooking until nearly done and then 
draining it and transferring it to a. bak-. 
ing pan. Brush it over with flour and 
bake half an hour, basting well with 
butter, llrst, and. then with the dripping 
in the pap. until the surface of the ftsh 


than le?s, ami the special attention, 
which ii gi^'en to the fish supply at this 
time lets as a certain guarantee of the, 
excellence of most of the tinny tribe. It 
would be a pity to cut flsh altogether 
from the bill of fare at any season, if 
for no other reason than because of 
their value as pleasinc articles of diet 
But in the spring of the year, when the 
first warm, languid days are upon us, 
fish ere of benefit on other than appe-' 
tizlng grounds. They .are lighter than 
meat, less heating to the system and 
make less of a tax upon the digestive 
orgars— granted always that one can 
cat them at all! 


CAUTION REQUIRED 


For it must be acknowledged, even by 


the most ardent advocate of fish, that 
they do not suit some constitutions. I 
have kncwn persons who were poisoned 
by ns-h—and this not because of any 
fault in the freshness of the fish, since 
it would be eaten by every other mem- 
ber of the family and produce no evil 
effects except upon the one unlucky 
wight to whom it was deadly. 
The 


fact cnce clearly established that flsh 
is ui;wholesome to any one, it is safer 
for him to fight shy of it thereafter. 
Never mind if once in a while it may 
prod-ice no evil effects; it is safer to 
take no chances, unless the eater be 
one of those who finds enough enjoy- 
ment in any article of food to run' the 
risk of possible illness for the sake of 
the ->leasures of the. palate. I confess 
frankly that I do not belong to that 
school. 
Once any article of food has 


play.id me the shabby trick of disagree- 
ing with me, and I am convinced beyond 
pera.lver.tura that this thing and this 
alone is responsible for my indisposi- 
tion—I have done with it! It may be for

AH of which does not mean that there 


are not myriads of persons who can eat 
fish with enjoyment and with entire im- 
munity from unpleasant effects. 
For 


their benefit i append the

Cod With. Oysters. 


' Boll a small, soli* piece of cod, put- 
ting It over the, flre in boiling salted 
water. Whan it is done take it from tlio 
fire and flake it up with a fork. Make 
a thick sauc* in tha proportion of a ta- 
blespoonful eanh of flour and of butter 
to a cup of liquid. The liquid should 
be half milk, half oyster liquor. Cook 
tho butter and flour smooth first and 
then pcur the liquid upon them and stir 
until tho sauce is smooth and. thick. 
The quantity required will depend upon 
the amount of llsli. used. For two cups 
of this, flaked, a generous cupful or 
the sauce will serve. 


Stir the flaked fish into the sauce, put 


over thfl fl.-e and let all. become hot 
through. 
When this point is reached 


add a half pint of ra-* oysters and cook 
for about three minutes, or until they 
plumr f nd ruffle 
Season to taste with 


salt and ijepper and serve at once. 


Halibut is excellent thus prepared, 


and this is also an admirable way to 
cook salt cod, uripg v>i» just as. you 
would the fresh 
ush, except that it 


should be subml;ted to a projlmlimry 
soaking. 


Fish in Anchovy Sauce. 


Make an anchqvy sauce by cooking to- 


gether a tablespoonful each of butter 
and flour and adding to them a tea- 
spoonCul of anchovy paste. Pour on this 
a cupful of milk and stir until your 
sauce Is thick and then add the fish as. 


is a pleasing brown. Dish the flsh, add 
to the liquor in the pan a tablcspoonful 
of browned flour and pour on this half a 
cupful of boiling water. Stir until thick, 
season with salt, pepper, a teaspoonful 
each of mushroom or walnut catsup and 
of Worcestershire sauce and a, little 
kitchen bouuuet. 
Send to table in a. 


gravy boat. 


Fish Steaks. 


Cut your flsh steaks about an Inch 


thick and four inches square and lay 
them in a dripping pan which has been 
rrfbbed with onion and well buttered. 
The steaks should be lightly salted and 
peppered before putting them in the pan 
and should then be sprinkled with a few 


' drops of onion juice and finely minced 


parsley, a little lemon juice and have a 
bit of butter-about half a leaspoonful- 
laid on each. Cover and bake half an 
hour, uncover and brown lightly. 


Halibut is especially good served in 


this way, but any good firm white flsft 
may be. used, 


Fisli Cutlets. 


Make a little rich drawn butter, mix- 


ing it in the proportions given for sauce, 
above, but doubling your quantity o£ 
butter and using water for the liquid. 
Into this stir flaked fish of any kinu- 
bakefl. broiled or boiled - using about 
three cups of the flsh to one cup of tho 
sauce. Spread on .a wide plate or dish to 
cool. When stiff it may be cut or with 
the hands moulded into cutlets. Tliero. 
are cutlet forms or cutlers, made of tin, 
that come for shading the fish as you 
desire. Dip each cutlet first in crumbs, 
salted and peppered, then in esg beaten 
up with a tablespoonful of cold water 
and then in the crumbs again. Set in a 
cool place for half an hour, at least, 
drop into boiling fat and fry brown. 


This same mixture may be shaped into 


croquettes. Garnish with parsley, and if 
a white flsh is used a tomato sauce is a 
good addition.

FLAK HIDE-AND SEEK 


WITH JBE RDEF? 


SAX FRANCISCO, February 29.—Some of the men who 


contributed to the fund of the so-called graft prosecution are 
extremely glum nowadays. Their disappointment at the fail- 
ure of the emissaries of light to make any appreciable progress 
in their efforts--to assassinate the characters of reputable citi- 
zen? is such that they are talking of reprisals. There are con- 
tributor? to the defiling fund who are so soured at the defeat 
of their expectations that they are considering the advisability 
of bringing suits for accounting against those with whom they 
entrusted their donations to promote the destruction of reputa- 


tions. 


Now and then one of the contributors to the assassination 


fund takes the situation philosophically. 
He knows that he 


has been buncoed, but like the sensible citizen who has acquired 
a gold-brick he does not propose to go to the police with a com- 
plaint or to bring action in the courts to recover the amount he 
paid for the gilded cube. Among those who are taking their 
medicine without a grimace is Raphael Weill, the well-known 
merchant, clubman, connoisseur and bon vivant, who was given 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor. 


Weill's donation to the sustenance fund of Gumshoe Burns 


was £10.000. He now admits tlpt while Gumshoe looks fairly 


sleek, otherwise the prosecution has been a failure. 
Weill's 


frank statement runs that the best the prosecution can expect 
now is to possibly convict one man and he is among those ac- 
cused early in the raid. An admission like this from a man of 
Weill's character meant, much. It indicates that the vaunted 
claims of the prosecution have'gone out like the overhead fuse 
in ii trolley car. Weill does not become disheartened or quit at 
myths. He is in the popular class designated*as'"dead game." 
When he throws up the sponge the prosecution is certainly "all 
in." As indicating the moral courage of Weill, and his tenacity 
of purpose a story of his official experience is recalled. The 
merchant was for a term a member of the Board of School Di- 
rectors. One night on visiting a shady resort on Stockton 


st-vet he was astonished to find three teachers of the School 
Department there. Notwithstanding the decidedly embarras- 
sing position in which Weill found himself he did hot hesitate 
'to do his official duty as a Director and he preferred charges 
ag.-mst the gay schoohnarms and prosecuted them with great 


vigor. 


From this incident it' is apparent that when Raphael Weill 


conceded that the prosecution cannot hope to secure to exceed 
cue conviction out of the hundreds of charges that it has'caused 
to be preferred by its special Grand Jury, and that one S,ex- 
tre nely doubtful, the prosecution is indeed at the end of its rape 
and the hanging of itself may be expected soon. 


The special prosecution is much discouraged and reported 


to be willing to back down and out if a way can be found by 
which they may "save their faces." Heney has taken to a grape 
fruit and cereal diet and his never too sunny temper has.becomae 
so deranged that he has frequent unpleasant encounters wit'a 
those he meets. The latest story of Heney's scraps is now being 
circulated in the tenderloin, where the prosecution gets such 
following as it lias left.

The two clinched and w,ent-to the floor. , After 
thev had rolled about and clawed at each other for a w-hile they

Anent Mayor Taylor's superabundant thrift a story is nar- 


rated in the real upper-ten of society and which is probably 
new to even the ".smart set" of the lower social level. The first 


wife of Dr. Taylor was a relative of the late United States Sen- 
ator and railroad magnate Leland Stanford. By his will the 
Senator bequeathed her $100,000. Following the death of Sen- 
ator Stanford his vast estate became somewhat embai rassed for 
ready moue\. In order to keep the Stanford University, which 
the deceased had so munificently 
endowed, going, the widow 


pledged her large collection of rare and almost priceless , 


jewels, and the professors and other instructors of the instuti- 
tion made most generous concessions, some of them giving- their 
services for a tonsideiable period without compensation, or at 
least grvfcig extensions of time on their salary accounts. 


Then it was that the good and tlrj it'ty Dr. Taylor called on 


Mrs. 
Stanford and eagerly urged the payment of the $100,000 


bequest. The widow told him of her financial difficulties and 


the sacrifices made by herself and others that the wishes of her 
husband in relation to the University named after their son 
might be given full execution. 


But the economic Doctor was not climaxed. Turning an 


accumulative e\e toward some paintings by old masters that 
adorned the walls of the apaitment in which they were seated, 
he suggested: "Could you not sell those paintings and raise 
the money for me?" 


This little recital makes it apparent that the liaekmen

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fiance both moral laws and municipal ordinances would indicate 
that they feel confident of immunity either by the bath or police 
court process. 


Recently District -Attorney Langdon undertook to cham- 


pion the cause of one Lewis, who kept a joint which the police 
declared was both immoral and bunco. The visitor to the place 
could get almost anything from the hula hula to a pea and shell 
game. The police closed it up, notwithstanding Langdon had 
guaranteed the proprietor protection. The District Attorney 
went into the Police Court to defend Lewis and in referring to 
the course of the police in connection with the place used such 
suggestive expressions as "shake-down" and "extortion." 
Chief Biggy sustained his officers and declared that they had 
acted under his instructions in closing the place in controversy. 
The clash between the District Attorney and the Chief of Po- 
lice was- fairlv entertaining, and out of the contention may come 
the information of "Who's Who?" in the under groove. 


Third street has developed into a twenty-third class Monte 


Carlo. In the resorts along that thoroughfare the visitor can 
find almost any kind of a game he may wish to take a whirl at. 
Here, twenty-one, black-jack, craps and many other thieving 
gambling devices are wide open and the bunco men steering for 
l\em invite the unwary to enter. It is understood in this sec- 
tion that the privileges to run the traps come through a saloon- 
keeper on Fillmore street who took an active part in Langdon's 
campaign for re-election as District Attorney. The police also 
appear to be qiu'te active in demanding and securing their 
"rake-off." The story runs that a gambler from Seattle wish- 
ing to ingratiate himself with the police doubled the rates pre- 
viously paid those guardians of the peace and expert financiers 
in the "shaking-down" of those who seek to make a livelihood 
by the methods peculiar to the under-groove. This stranger in 
our midst placed the weekly tariff on sergeants at $20, and on 


| 
patrolmen at $10. At the end of the second week the number 


\ 
of sergeants and patrolmen doing duty on the street and apply- 
ing to the gambler for dividends had so increased that it cost 
him $200 to meet their demands. The financial strain was so 
great that the man from Seattle decided to close and move on 
to some city where the administration is not so bitterly opposed 
to graft nor so gorged with civic righteousness that it is in dan- 
ger of translation as was Enoch, without death. 


The prosecution still hopes to convict the higher-ups with 


Ruef's testimony. This leads many people to wonder if the 
whole proceedings before Judge Lawlor is not a prearranged 
fake to take the curse off the immunity deal with the curly boss 
and prepare the public for a denouement by which Ruef will 
appear at the last moment as a repentant convert to civic right- 
eousness and come through with the goods against Calhoun and 
the other higher-ups. 


Certainly the door of hope has not been closed to Ruef by 


the prosecution. The organs of the Spreckels-Phelan band of 
reformers are not assailing Ruef or fiercely demanding his con- 
viction. On the contrary, they are defending the immunity 
deal, declaring it to have been wise and virtuous. 


Nor has Ruef burned his bridges behind him. He is still 


in a position to take the immunity program and come through. 
He can say he told Burns and Heney so and so and is still ready 
to swear to it. 


What is to hinder his tolling any sort of a tale the prosecu- 


tion desires? Nothing unless he has made different statements 
to Rabbis Kaplan and Nieto which he will not dare to deny. 


It is evident that the trolley, gas and Parkside indictments 


are unsupported by any tangible evidence unless Ruef gives it. 
Still the prosecution while pretending to be in a hurry to send 
Ruef to State Prison, are still professing confidence in their 
ability to convict the indicted capitalists. Therefore they must 
rely on Ruef coming through. Then they must count on giving 
him immunity in the end. 


That is why a good many thoughtful men look upon the 


proceedings before Lawlor as a bit of vaudeville similar to that 
enacted in Judge Dunne's court last May, when a jury was em- 
paneled to try Ruef on a charge to which he had agreed to 
plead <*uilty, and" for which Judge Dunne had promised him 
immunity. The break between Ruef and the prosecution they 
regarded as a clever bit of farce comedy. 


A great many others, however, believe the break to be com- 


"^ 
( plete and final. They believe Ruef will be backed up by Rabbis 
" Nieto and Kaplan in his refusal to commit perjury, find the 


prosecution is honestly trying to send him to State Prison in. the 
hype of breaking his spirit and making him more tractable. 


Those of this mind point out that Ruef has all the advan- 


tage o £ the situation. If his immunity contract was ever good 
it is good now, for the matters in which his testimony is re- 
quired are solely within the knowledge of himself and the ac- 
cused persons. 


It is impossible for Heney and Burns, or anybody else, to 


say whether Ruef tells the truth or not His version must be 
taken by the prosecution for the truth whatever be its purport, 
or whatever its effect on the jury. 


But even the person* who believe Buef has really broken 


with the prosecxition are convinced that Spreokels, Heney and 
Langdon stand ready to renew the deal with him. That is the 


only logical^ explanation of the dilatory, halting proceedings 
in Euef's case. 


It would be easy to fix up an agreement by which Heney, 


Langdon, and Burns can file affidavits alleging that Buef said 
thus and so were the facts. Euef can reply, "yes, I said that 
then and'am willing to swear to it now."- 


Does anyone doubt that Lawlor would decide that Buef 


had made his contract good, and that the boss would at once be 
restored to grace and favor as instrument of righteousness ? 


The fun of all this is that nobody doubts for a moment that 


ihe prosecution will resort to any trick or expedient no matter 
how questionable to get out of their present predicament and 
gain their ends.

Why did the prosecution cause the trial of Abraham Buef 


to be continued until tomorrow with the finger of probabilities 
pointing to still further delays?. The fictitious reason assigned 
by the bawlers for the schemers for political control of the city 
and State, was that they wished more time in which to prepare 
a reply affidavit in the case. Eabbis Kaplan and Nieto have 
told in their affidavits of midnight conferences between Judges 
Lawlor and Dunne and private detectives and capitalized pri- 
vate prosecutors, and it is apparent that it will take some time, 
and the exercise of considerable skill on the part of the junta 
that is endeavoring to assassinate the character and credit of 
San Francisco, to show that these dark lantern, ex parte whis- 
perings can bear the light of day. 


But this talk of delay to permit of opportunity to prepare 


affidavits to refute the Eabbis is as false as is the motive the 
prosecution claims moves it to the raid on reputations and the 
conspiracy to destroy financial and commercial values. 


The true purpose of the delay on the part of the prosecu-

They are in the last ditch 
and Buef is their solitary remaining hope. If they can induce 
him to testify as they wish and will outline to him, they expect 
to be able to drag themselves out of the slough and quagmire ot 
despond into which the disclosures of the past week have 
plunged them. Again they are endeavoring to induce Buet to 
"come through." Euef has already told them all he knows but 
to these self-righteous civic purifiers to "come through means 
to testify, under oath, to what they may dictate as essential to 
the bludgeoning of the reputation of some citizen ot standing in 
the commercial world and in private life.

Five other organization followers fell m witii tne 
Sullivan wing and voted against the Taft resolution. The result ol 
the vote showed that had the organization men been opposed to 
Taft, as some have claimed, all they would have had to do to de- 
fent the resolution indorsing his candidacy would have been to 
stand together and -the indorsement would have failed. 


The local Bepublican politicians are now engaged in a co- 


operative scheme by which it is proposed to create a committee 
of thirty-eight, constituted of organization men, Ryan follow- 
ers Lincoln-Roosevelt Leaguers and Independent Republicans, 
to organize campaign clubs in the Assembly Districts. 


A rather nice question that is being wafted about in the po- 


litical atmosphere is whether the recommendation of the State 
Central Committee, that a popular and unofficial primary be 
held on May 2d to permit the electors to express their choice for 
President at the polls shall be followed.

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The closing of the doors of the Market Street Bank of this 


city did not come as a surprise to those who have followed the 
vec'ent financial disturbances popularly 
called the "Bankers' 


Panic." This institution had- commercial and savings deposits 
exceeding $1,100,000, and yet was unable to raise 
sufficient 


rnonev to guarantee clearances made through the Wells, Fargo- 
Nevada National Bank and which only averaged $8,000 a day. 
Local financiers while expressing sympathy for the badly crip- 
pled institution, do so mainly on the* ground that its officials 
were not bankers and did the best they could under such- ad- 
verse management and conditions. 


Leading bankers are free in the expression of the opinion 


that it was best that the bank be closed. A well known financier 
gave the following blanket view: "Every bank that has been 


closed thus far has been shut down for the benefit of the com- 
munity, it is in the interest of the-people, as well as of the sub- 
stantial and responsible banks, that a certain class of financial 
institutions be made to close and now is as good a time as any to 
do &o. While the losses to individual depositors is most regret- 
table, there will be a clearer and more reliable commercial at- 
mosphere after the present work of financial sanitation has been 
completed." 


At last the Ethiopian who has been hiding in the woodpile 


of the graft prosecution has been uncovered in all his naked- 
ness. The black face is none otheivthan that of James D. Phe- 
lan. It was E. P. E. Troy who tore away the blind behind which 
Phelan has endeavored to conceal himself during the trial of the 
so-called graft aud other cases that have occupied the attention 
of the courts aud the public for the past year aud a half.

E. P. E. Troy, who although unknown to Tevis, has injected 
himself into the proceedings aud undertaken to protect the 
libeled reputation of the Kern County millionaire by bitterly 
assailing it, testified that he had brought action at the instance 
of Supervisor Daniel Murphy.

Murphy is the private attorney of Phelan and has held that 


position for many years. He was associated with Phelan dur- 
ing Hie time the latter was Mayor aud has been the private legal 
representative aud dependent of Phelan ever since, having prac- 
tically no other client. It was at the instance of Phelan that 
Murphy was appointed a Supervisor and subsequently nomi- 
nated to succeed himself in that Board. As the factotum of 
Phtlau, Lawyer and Supervisor Murphy has taken his orders 
from the ex-Mayor and the inference is that he did so in induc- 
ing Troy to bring the unusual action to defeat that brought by 
Tevis against the Bulletin harpies. The outlook is for some 
lively times before this litigation is brought to a conclusion, and 
already there is talk of actions, both criminal and civil, being 
brought against the coon in the woodpile.

Not until October 15 (lid he accomplish 
real "flight." 
The distance measured 


280 meters—about DOO feet. 
Three days 


ater, he achieved flights of 300, 600, 900 
and 1200 feet. 
On October 26, he won 


the Archdeacon Cup, previously held by 
Santos-Dumont, in a flight of 2500 feet, 
nearly half a mile. 


Still he had not flown in a curve, and 


all the experts prophesied disaster should 
he attempt it. He began his attack upon 
the circle 
on 
October 
28. 
and 
soon 


smashed his motor and'propeller. 
He 


put in some time on repairs and altera- 
tions, which Included the reduction of the 
size and weight of tha tailpiece. 


On January 11, of this year, he make a 


circle of nearly two kilometers—about a 
mile and a quarter. 
Thereupon, Farman 


called out the Aero Club again, and, on 
January 13. 1908, a date which must re- 
main as memorable in the annals of man- 
kind as the greatest events of history, he 
made the official night of 1630 yards In 


closed circle, at an average height of 


twenty-five feet and a speed of thli ty- 
four miles an. hour. 


How did ft feel? Well, his first, short 


flights proved that the problem of equi- 
librium was the sole thing to be solved. 


Lifting the head of his aeroplane when 


his speed on the ground was sufficient, 
he gave It what the French are calling 
"the angle of attack" upon the air ocean 
in which he was submerged. 


As the fluid atmosphere 
rushed be- 


neath the aeroplane, the whole machine 
rose upward, slanting 
toward 
the sky. 


He lowered the head, and 
It 
slantec 


downward. Then the 
machine 
swoopec 


like a bird, until, the 
running 
wheels 


resting on the ground, it rolled forward 
to a standstill. 


But always, In his earlier 
trials, he 


would move his body forward and give 
the head a dip that slanted the machine 
into a downward glide: the poise for the 
angle ot upward or of level flight had 
been lost for the instant, and thus the 
force impelling the upward slant of prog- 
ress was interrupted, then, like a falter- 
ing bird, it diopped and Inclined to the 
downward pitch.

Kentucky's New Senator. 


The election of a. Republican Senator in Kentucky is an im- 


portant political event. Itls^-remarkable because it is the second 
time in forty years that the Blue Grass State has sent a Republican 
to the Senate. It is still more remarkable because the new Senator, 
ex-Governor William O. Bradley, was elected with the aid of Demo- 
cratic votes, four members of the Legislature elected as Democrats 
giving their votes to the Republican candidate. Without their votes 
Governor liradley's election would have been impossible. 


The outcome is the result--of a factional contest in the Demo- 


cratic part> of Kentucky tha'c has raged-for several years. It is a 
crushing blow to the aspirations of J. W. C. Beckham, who has just 
completed his second term as'Governor. It is a defeat for Bryan, 
who came .nto the State and endeavored to line up the revolting 
Democrats for Beckham. 
It is a complete overthrow for the 


machine built up by William Goebel and inherited by Beckham. It 
is a rebuke to the men who drove Joe Blackburn and Senator 
McCreary from public life, and exi'ed John G. Carlisle and former 
Senator Lindsay from the State. 


The result is largely due to the trenchant opposition to Beck- 


'ham in the columns of the Louisville Courier-Journal, one of the 
leading Democratic journals of the South and a stickler for old 
school methods in politics. The supporters of Beckham made the 
mistake of personally attacking Henry Watterson, the 
veteran 


editor o: tl'e Courier-Journal, in the hope of silencing his caustic 
criticism of the unscrupulous methods of the Beckham machine. The 
attacks onh made Watterson more defiant and aggressive. He tore 
the machine to pieces and lashed its engineers with a whip of 
scorpions. 
Beckham's followers would not permit any other Demo- 


crat to be elected, so four members of the majority went over to the 
Republican-- and helped elect Bradley. 


The end of the bitter struggle is eminently satisfactory to the 


country at large, and will be beneficial to Kentucky. 
Governor 


Bradley is ^ strong, able man of h;gh character. 
He made an ex- 


cellent Go\ernor, and has'always held the respect of his political 


• antagonist* 
In the Senate he will represent national ideals and 


broad policies not narrow sectionalism and besotted factionalism. 
He is not a bitter partisan nor an extremist in political views. 
A 


native of Kentucky, bone of her bone and bred among her people, he 
is of the Xcw South, a generation that lifts its eyes from the cere- 
ments of a dead past to a broader ,ind fuller aspiration of national 
life and a more complete reunion of the sections sundered by 
fratricidal s-rife. Well done, old Kentucky! 


Obstacles to Currency Reform. 


In his recent speech on the currency question Congressman 


Ha\es of this State stigmatized the Aldrich bill as "vicious, 
dangerous end ineffectual.'1 This is strong language, which may or 
may not be justified. But however imperfect the Aldrich bill may 
be. it is preferable to the Fowler bill. Mr. Hayes denounced the 
scheme to establish a central national bank, and took occasion to 
eulogize Andrew Jackson for destroying the old United States bank, 
lie also referred to the gold standard as being about as elastic as 
a yardstick. Just how the defects in our currency system are to be 
remedied lu did not make quite clear, altho'ugh he assailed practi- 
cally every proposition thus far advanced for remedying them. He 
is quick enough to perceive the drawbacks of the various proposi- 
tions, but he goes larre when it comes to suggesting constructhe 
currency legislation. 
Still Mr. Hayes is no worse in this respect 


than many of our leading bankers. They cannot agree among them- 
selves and appear uncertain as to the efficiency of any of the pro- 
posed remedies for sudden contraction. A few years ago they were 
all for a currency that would not expand, and they got one that i« 
unelastic in the sense that it will shrink but never enlarge to meet 
stringency. By legislating silver out of existence as a legal tender 
coin we provided against draws on the gold in the national treas- 
urv. but nri provision was made to guard against congestion or 
sudden contraction. 
Hence there is a periodical demand for an 


.elastic currency. 
But what is meant by an clastic currency has 


never been dearly defined. It appears to be a term to define an ideal 
difficult or impossible of realization. Some bankers define it as a 
currency that will expand in time of stringency and contract with 
plethora. I his seems a sort of day dream, a contradiction in terms. 
The great rations of Europe arc enabled to control the volume of 
currency by means of great central banks intimately connected with 
the goverm.ient. These banks can maintain the coin balance by 
raising the ''ates of exchange. Thej can relieve stringency by issu- 
ing paper noney in large amounts. Neither of these devices are 
open to us 'u the United States. And to make matters worse, our 
public financiering is so crude that we keep continually locked up in 
the National, State, county and municipal treasuries vast sums in 
gold coin withdrawn absolutely from the channels of business. If we 
did not have the most perfect check and mutual exchange system 
in the world our whole financial system would be continually de- 
ranged. 
However, Congress ought to do something to remedy the 


present unsatisfactory condition. None of the plans proposed may 
be perfect, but some plan should be given the test of trial. Surely 
the genius nf our nation is not tmequal to the task of giving the 
country an abundant supply of safe circulating medium.

Commenting on these figures, the Springfield Republican says: 


''Xot only \vere all monthly export records for the season broken 
last month, but imports fell at a single jump from the record January 
figures of a year ago back to the level obtaining before the busi- 
ness revival following the moderate depression of 1903-4.

in a moment the monthly trade balance in fa\or of the country 
has been nearly doubled.''

Economic Side of Temperance. 


It is many years since Leland Stanford died, but he wrote a 


letter to President Jordan in the year 1893 while living which will 
forever remain as one of the most forcible protests against intem- 
perance extant. 
And yet 
Stanford was not 
a prohibitionist but 


withal he \\as> a man who was temperate.in his habits, as was each one 
of the organizers and builders of the system which is now known 
as the Southern Pacific Company. 


Stanford had a clear knowledge of the evils and the wasteful- 


ness of intemperance and the dangers that existed to the student 
body through its toleration by the university authorities and the 
following extract from his letter to Dr. Jordan, in defining the 
policy he desired to carry out in the management of the university 
is the most compact and practical temperance sermon eyer de- 
livered : 


"Now, in this institution, I desire that the students shall be 


made to appreciate the evil consequences of intemperance and its 
economic consequences. There 
are probably 
in California today 


more adult males engaged in selling distilled liquors than there are 
in tilling the soil, and I am satisfied that, taking the country at 
large, what with the waste of time of the number of people engaged 
in the selling and the consequent waste by the consumers, there is a 
loss to the country in general fully equal to 25 per cent of the 
power of production. I want the education of students to be such as" 
shall give them a re'alizing^sense of the importance of temperance." 


That letter of the founder of the great university should be in- 


scribed in letters of gold in every class room, dormitory and frat house 
located on the college grounds. 
It is one of the most precious 


legacies the university possesses. Dr. Jordan's production of This 
letter at the present time is opportune, because the committee on 
student affairs and the Academic Council have taken a firm stand 
against the drink habit being fostered by the students, by expelling 
two of them and suspending a third for one semester for appearing 
on the college campus in an intoxicated condition. ' The imposition 
of these penalties will elevate the reputation of the university im- 
mensely at home and abroad.
